In the said Regulations ; 

I. For the existing sub-regulations (3) and (4) of 
Regulation 7, the following shall be substituted : — 

“(3) An associate shall pay an annual membership 
fee of Rs. 50 which shall be due and payable on the 
1st April in each year : 

Provided that oniy half the amount of the annual 
membership fee shall be payable for the first year 
by a person admitted on or after 1st October in 

any year, 

(4) A fellow shall pay an annual membership fee 
of Rs. 100 which shall be due and payable on the 
1st April in each year : 

Provided that an associate who is admitted as a 
fellow during a year may pay Rs. 50 or 25 Only as 
membership fee for that year according as he is 
admitted as a fellow prior to the 1st October, or 
after the 1st October, of the year.”

EXPLANATION NOTE ON THE ABOVE 
AMENDMENTS 

The following is the explanatory note on the amend- 
ments proposed in Notification No. CWR/69 dated the 
1st August 1969. This note is intended only to clarify 
the intention of the Council underlying these amendments 
and should not be construed as limiting or amplifying the 
scope of these proposed amendments is any manner 
whatsoever. 

Items l, II & ///.—To meet the increased expenses for 
the services rendered to the members and students 
of the Institute and the increased cost of administration, 
the Council has proposed to revise the rates of annuul 
subscriptions payable by the members and students with 
effect from 1st April 1970. The increases in the rates of 
annual fees are : 


For fellows : from Rs. 85 to Rs. 100 

For associates : from Rs. 35 to Rs. 50 

For registered students : from Rs. 15 to Rs. 30 


Regulation 7(6) is to be deleted as no separate Regional 
Council fee is payable by members. Regulation 7(7) 
and second proviso to Regulation 21(2) are also to be 
deleted as inoperative and obsolete. 

Item IV, Under Regulation 25 the names of register- 
ed students who do not complete the Final Examination 
within the prescribed time-limit are liable to cancellation, 
the Council has decided that after cancellation of regis- 
tration under Regulation 25, such candidates should be 
allowed, on re-registration, the exemptions they had 
secured prior to cancellation of their former registration. 
Regulation 25A is proposed to be added to give effect to 
this proposal.

-inere are registered students who have quali- 
fied in the Institutes Final Examination and who for some 
reason or the other hav e not been admitted to Associate- 
ship. The Council has decided that a separate class for 
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ifiem should be created as “Graduates of the Institute” 
to which position every person who has passed the Final 
Examination and has not been admitted to Associateship 
will be entitled on application at his option. A 
person enrolled as a Graduate of the Institute will be 
entitled to use the descriptive letters “Grad. lCWA” 
after his name, It is proposed to charge a fee of Rs. 40 
as annual subscription from “Grads, ICWA” and they 
will be entitled to facilities such as library, free supply 
of Journal, etc. Hence the proposed changes in Regula- 
tion 28. 

Items VI, VII & IX .— -The Council has decided that 
the grant of exemptions from individual subjects of the 
Intermediate and Final Examinations on account of pro- 
fessional qualifications should be discontinued and ex- 
emptions based on University degree or other diploma 
examination should be granted only if there were two 
full papers or a paper of not less than 200 total marks 
in the subject(s) of the exempting examination and the 
candidate had secured 50% or more marks in. the con- 
cerned subject(s) of the exempting examination. With 
the proposed deletion of the exiting sub-regulation 
32A(2), the other sub-regulations are to be re-nunibered 
consecutively. 

Items VIII & X, — Regulations 32A(6) and 35A(5) 
arc consequential to the proposed addition of Regulation 
25A referred to in IV above. 

Item XI . — The Council decided to make provision in 
the Regulations, analogous to Section 13(2) of the Cost 
and Works Accountants Act, to the effect that if an 
elected or co-opted member of a Regional Council is dec- 
lared by the Regional Council to have been absent with- 
out sufficient cause from three consequlive meetings of 
the Regional Council, he shall be deemed to have vacated 
his seat in the Regional Council. 

Items XII A XIII . — It is proposed to delete in the 
Forms of Membership and Examination Certificates the 
provision for describing the holder of the Certificate by 
reference to the place to which he belongs.

No. 1(1) / 66-Estt.I. — In exercise of the powers con- 
f erred by sub-section (1) of section 97, read with clause 
(xi) of sub-section (2), and sub-section (2A) of that 
section, and sub-section (2) of section 17, of the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Corporation hereby makes, with 
the approval of the Central Government, the following 
regulations further to amend the Employees’ State Insu- 
rance Corporation (Staff and Conditions of Service) 
Regulations, 1959, namely : — 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Employees’ 
State Insurance Corporation (Staff and Conditions of 
Service) Amendment Regulations, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation. 
(Staff and Conditions of Service) Regulations, 1959 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Regulations), or sub- 
regulation (4) of regulation 6, the following sub- 
regulation shall be substituted namely ; — 

“(4) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-regulations 
(1), (2) and (3), where a competent authority has 
reason, to believe that an employee is suffering from : — 

(a) any contagious disease, or 

(b) a physical or mental disability which in its 
opinion interferes with the efficient discharge 
of his duties. 

that authority may direct such employee to undergo a 
medical examination in accordance with the procedure 
applicable to the corresponding categories of Central 
Government employees in accordance with the provisions 

i -5;;S ntra ^ Civil Services (Medical Examination) 
Rules, 1957 as in force at the commencement of the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Corporation (Staff and Condi- 
tions of Service) Amendment Regulations, 1969. and 
after the result of such medical examination is available, 
deal with the employee in the manner specified in the 
Rules aforesaid.” 

3. In the said regulations, for regulations 10 to 22 the 
following regulations shall be substituted, namelv 

“10. Suspension — (1) The appointing authority or any 
authority to which it is subordinate or the disciplinary 
authority or any other authority empowered in that behalf 
by the Director General by general or special order, may 
place an employee under suspension : — 

(a) where a disciplinary proceeding against him is 
contemplated or is pending, or 

(aa) where in the opinion of the authority aforesaid 
he has engaged himself in activities prejudicial 
to the interest of the security of the State: or 


(b) where a case against him in respect of any crier?! - 
nal offence is under investigation inquiry or 
trial : 

Provided that, where the order of suspension is made 
by an authority lower than the appointing authority such 
authority shall forthwith report to the appointing autho- 
rity the, circumstances in which the order was made. 

(2) An employee shall be deemed to have been placed 
under suspension by an order of the appointing autho- 
rity : — 

(a) with effect from the date of his detention, if 
he is detained in custody, whether on a crimi- 
nal charge or otherwise, for a period exceeding 
forty-eight hours; 

(b) with effect from the date of hi? conviction, if, 
in the event of a conviction for an offence, he 
is sentenced to a term of imprisonment exceed- 
ing forty-eight hours and is not forthwith dis- 
missed or removed or compulsorily retired con 
sequent to such conviction. 

Explanation ; — The period of forty-eight hours referred 
to in clause (b) of this sub-regulation shall be computed 
from the commencement of the imprisonment after the 
conviction and for this purpose, intermitten periods of 
imprisonment, if any, shall be taken into account. 

(3) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsory retirement from service imposed upon an em- 
ployee under suspension is set aside in appeal or on re- 
view under these regulations and the case is remitted for 
further inquiry or action or with any other directions, the 
order of his suspension shall be deemed to have conti- 
nued in force on and from the date of the original order 
of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement and shall 
remain in force until further orders. 

(4) Where a penaltv of dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsory retirement from service imposed upon an em- 
ployee is set aside or declared or rendered void in conse- 
quencee of or by a decision of a court of law and the 
disciplinary authority, on a consideration of the circum- 
stances of the case, decides to hold a further inquiry 
against him on th e allegations on which.. the penaltv of 
dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement was origi- 
nally imposed, the employee shall be deemed to have been 
placed under suspension by the appointing authority 
from the date of the original order of dismissal, removal 
or compulsory retirement and shall continue to remain 
under suspension until further orders. 


(t>) (a) An order of suspension made or deemed to 
nave been made under this regulation shall continue Jo 
remain in force, until it is modified or revoked by th' 
authority competent to do so. 

(b) Where an employee is suspended or is deemed to 
,. av ? heen suspended (whether in connection with any 
disciplinary proceeding or otherwise), and any other dis- 
ciplinary proceeding is commenced against him d urine 
the continuance of that suspension the authority compe- 
tent to place him under suspension may, for reasons to 
be recorded by him in writing, direct that the employee 
shall continue. to be under suspension until the termina- 
tion, of all or any of such proceedings. 

(c) An order of suspension made or deemed to haw 
been made under this regulation may at any time be 
modified or revoked by the authority which mad© or i\ 
deemed _ to have made the order or by any authority to 
which that authority is subordinate. 
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11. Penalties . — The following penalties may, for good 
and sufficient reasons and as hereinafter provided, be im- 
posed on an employee namely : — 

Minor penalties : 

(i) Censure; 

(ii) Withholding of his promotion; 

(iii) recovery from his pay of the whole or part of 
any pecuniary loss caused by him to the Corpo- 
ration by negligence or breach of orders; 

(iv) withholding of increments of pay; 

Major penalties ; 

(v) reduction to a lower stage in the time-scale of 
pay for a specified period, with further direc- 
tions as to whether or not the employee will 
earn increments of pay during the period of 
such reduction and whether on the expiry of 
such period, the reduction will or will not have 
the effect of postponing the future increments 
of his pay; 

(vi) reduction to a lower time-scale of pay, grade 
or post which shall ordinarily be a bar to the 
promotion of the employee to the time-scale 
of pay, grade or post from which he was re- 
duced, with or without further directions re- 
garding conditions of restoration to the grade or 
post from which the employee was reduced and 
his seniority and pay on such restoration to that 
grade or post; 

(vii) compulsory retirement; 

(viii) removal from service which shall not be a dis- 
qualification for future employment under Cor- 
poration; 

(i.x) dismissal from service which shall ordinarily be 
a disqualification for future employment under 
Corporation. 

Explanation : — The following shall not 
amount to a penalty within the meaning of this 
regulation, namely ; — 

(i) withholding of increments of pay an cm- 
polycc for his failure to pass any depart- 
mental examination in accordance with the 
regulations or orders governing the post 
which he holds or the terms of hts appoint- 
ment; 

(ii) stoppage of an employee at the efficiency- 
bar in the time-scale of pay on the ground 
of his unfitness to cross the bar; 

(iii) non-promotion of an employee, whether in 
a substantive or officiating capacity, after 
consideration of his case, to a grade or 
post for promotion to which he is eligible; 

(iv) reversion, of an employee officiating in a 
higher grade or post to a lower grade or 
post for promotion to which he is eligible; 
to be unsuitable for such higher grade or 
post or on any administrative ground 
unconnected wit h his conduct; 

(v) reversion of an employee, appointed on 
probation to any other grade or post, to 
his permanent grade or nost during or at 
the end of the period of probation in ac- 
cordance with the terms of his appoint- 
ment or the regulations and orders govern- 
ing such probation; 

(vi) replacement of the services of an employee 
whose services had been borrowed from the 
Central or State Government or an autho- 
rity under the control of Central or a State 


Government at the disposal of the Central 
or a State Government or the authority 
from which the services of such an em- 
ployee had been borrowed; 

(vii) compulsory retirement of an employee in 
accordance with the provisions relating to 
his superannuation or retirement; 

(viii) termination of the services ; — 

(a) of an employee appointed on proba- 
tion, during or at the end of the 
period of his probation, in accordance 
with the terms of his appointment or 
the, regulations and orders governing 
such probation; or 

(b) of a temporary employee in accord- 
ance with regulation 6; or 

(c) of an employee, employed under an 
agreement, in accordance with the 
terms of such agreement. 

12. Disciplinary authorities. — (1) The Director Gene- 
ral may impose any of the penalties specified in regula- 
tion 11 on any employee. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-regula- 
tion (1) but subject to the provisions of sub-regulation 

(3), any of the penalties specified in regulation 11 may 
be imposed on any employee by the appointing authority 
or (he authority specified in this behalf by a general or 
special order of the Director General, 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regula- 
tion, no penalty specified in clauses (v) to fix) of regu- 
lation 11 shall be imposed by any authority subordinate, 
to the appointing authority. 

Explanation.- -'Where an employee holdiug a post of 
any class, is promoted, whether on probation or tempo- 
rarily to the post of the next higher class, he shall be 
deemed for the purpose of this regulation to hold the post 
of such higher class. 

13. Authority to institute proceedings. — (1) The, 
Director General or any other authority empowered by 
him by general or special order may. 

(a) institute disciplinary proceedings against any 
employee; 

(b) direct a disciplinary authority to institute dis- 
ciplinary proceedings against any employee on 
whom that disciplinary authority is competent to 
impose under these regulations any of the 
penalties specified in regulation 11. 

(2) A disciplinary authority competent under these 
regulations to impose any of the penalties specified in 
clauses (i) to (iv) of regulation 11 may institute discip- 
linary proceedings against any employee for the imposi- 
tion of any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) to (ix) 
of regulation 11 notwithstanding that such disciplinary 
authority is not competent under these regulations to Im- 
pose any of the latter penalties, 

14, Procedure for imposing penalties.— No order im- 
posing on an employee any of the penalties specified in 
regulation 11, shall be passed except in the manner and 
after following the procedure laid down in the Third 
Schedule. 

15. Provisions regarding officials on deputation to 
Central Government, State Governments etc. 

(1) Whore the services of an employee are lent by the 
Corporation to the Central Government Department, Slate 
Government or any other authority (hereinafter in this 
regulation referred to as "the borrowing authority") the 
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borrowing authority shall have the powers of the appoint- 
ing authority for the purpose of placing such an employee 
under suspension and of the disciplinary authority for the 
purpose of conducting a disciplinary proceeding against 
him : 

Provided that the borrowing authority shall forthwith 
inform the Corporation (hereinafter in this regulation 
referred to as “the lending authority” of the circum- 
stances leading to the order of suspension of such em- 
ployee or the commencement of the disciplinary proceed- 
ing, as the case may be. 

(2) In the light of the findings in the disciplinary pro- 
ceedings conducted against the employee : — 

(i) If the borrowing authority is of the opinion that 
any of the penalties specified in clauses (i) to 
(iv) of regulation 11 should be imposed on the 
employee, it may, after consultation with the 
lending authority, make such orders on the case 
as it deems necessary ; 

Provided that in the event of a difference of opinion 
between the borrowing authority and the lending authority, 
the services of the employee shall be replaced at the dis- 
posal of the lending authority; 

(ii) If the borrowing authority is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) 
to (ix) of regulation 11 should be imposed on 
the employee, it shall replace his services at 
the disposal of the lending authority and trans- 
mit to it the proceedings of the inquiry and 
thereupon, the lending authority may, if it is 
the disciplinary authority, pass such orders 
thereon as it may deem necessary, or if it is not 
the disciplinary authority, submit the case to the 
disciplinary authority which shall pass such 
orders on the case as it mav deem necessary : 

Provided that before passing any such order the disci- 
plinary authority shall comply with the provisions of 
paragraphs 3(25) and 3(26) of the Third Schedule. 

Explanation. — The disciplinary authority may make an 
order under this clause on the record of the Inquiry 
transmitted to it by the borrowing authority, or after 
holding such further inquiry as it may deem necessary, as 
far as may be. in accordance with the provisions contained 
in paragraph 3(1) to 3(22) of the Third Schedule. 

16. Provisions regarding officials on deputation to the 
Corporation. — (l) Where an order of suspension is made 
or a disciplinary proceeding is conducted against an em- 
ployee whose services have been borrowed from the 
Central Government or a State Government or local 
authority, the authority lending his services (hereinafter 
in this regulation referred to as “the lending authority") 
shall forthwith be informed of the circumstances leading 
to the order of the suspension of the employee or of the 
commencement of the disciplinary proceeding, as the case 
may be. 

(2) In the light of the findings in the disciplinary pro- 
ceeding conducted against the employee if the disciplinary 
authoritv is of the opinion that any of the penalties speci- 
fied in clauses (i) to (iv) of regulation 11 should be im- 
posed on him. it may. subiect to the provisions contained 
in paragraph 3(25) of the Third Schedule to these Regu- 
lations, after consultation with the lending authoritv pass 
such orders on the case as it may deem necessary : 

(i) Provided that in the event of a difference of 
opinion between the borrowing authority and 
the lending authority the services of the em- 
ployee shall be replaced at the disposal of the 
lending authority; 


(ii) If the disciplinary authority is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) 
to (ix) of regulation 11 should be imposed on 
the employee, it shall replace the services of 
such employee at the disposal of the lending 
authority and transmit to it the proceeding* of 
the inquiry for such action as it may deem 
necessary. 

17. Appeals. — Notwithstanding anything contained in 
these Regulations, no appeal shall lie against : — 

(i) any order made by the Chairman of the Standing 
Committee; 

(ii) any order of an interlocutory nature or of the 
nature of a step-in-aid or the final disposal of a 
disciplinary proceeding, other than an order 
of suspension; 

(iii) any order passed by an inquiring authority in 
the course of an inquiry under paragraphs 3(i) 
to 3(22) of the Third Schedule to these regula- 
tions. 

18. Orders against which appeal lies. — Subject to the 
provisions of regulation 17, an employee may prefer an 
appeal against all or apy of the following orders, 
namely : — 

(i) an order of suspension made or deemed to have 
been made under regulation 10; 

(ii) an, order imposing any of the penalties specified 
in regulation 11 whether made by the discipli- 
nary authority or by any appellate or revie win a 
authority; 

(iii) an order enhancing any penalty, imposed under 
regulation 11; 

(iv) an order which — 

( a) denies or varies to his disadvantage, his pay, 
allowances, pension or other conditions of 
service as regulated by regulations or by 
agreement; or 

(b) interprets to his disadvantage the provisions 
of any such regulation or agreement; 

(v) an order — 

(a) stopping him at the efficiency bar in the 
time scale of pay on the ground of his un- 
fitness to cross the bar; 

(b) reverting him while officiating in a higher 
grade or post to a lower grade or post, 
otherwise than as a penalty: 

(c) reducing or withholding the pension or 
denying the maximum pension admissible 
to him under the regulations; 

(d) determining the subsistence and other allow- 
ances to be paid to him for the period of 
suspension or for the period during which 
he is deemed to be under suspension or for 
any portion thereof; 

(e) determining his pay and allowances — 

(i) for the period of suspension, or 

(ii) for the period from the date of his 
dismissal, removal, or compulsory re- 
tirement from service, or f rota the date 
of his reduction to a lower grade, post, 
time-scale or stage in a time scale of 
pay, to the date of his reinstatement 
or restoration to his grade or post, or 

(f) determining whether or not the period 
from the date of his suspension or from 
the date of his dismissal, removal, com- 
pulsory retirement or reduction to a lower 
grade, post, time-scale of pay or stage in 
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a time-scale of pay to the date of his 
reinstatement or restoration to his grade or 
post shall be treated as a period spent on 
duty for any purpose. 

Explanation. — In this regulation — 

(i) the expression ‘employee’ includes a person who 
has ceased to be in the service of the Corpora- 
tion; 

(ii) the expression ‘pension’ includes additional pen- 
sion, gratuity and any other retirement benefit, 

19. Appellate authorities — appeal against orders impos- 
ing penalties. — (1) An employee of the Corporation in- 
cluding a person who has ceased to be in the service of 
tba Corporation, may prefer an appeal against all or any 
o£ the orders specified in regulation 18 to the authorities 
specified in sub-regulations (2) to (5) of this regulation. 

(2) Where any order is passed originally, imposing 
any of the penalties specified in regulation 11 or where 
an order is passed on first appeal from such original 
order, by an appointing authority subordinate to the 
Director General or to any other authority specified in 
this behalf by the Director General, the appeal against 
such order shall lie to the Director General or the other 
authority so specified, as the case may be. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regula- 
tioja (2) where an order is passed originally imposing a 
penalty specified in regulation 11 by an authority subordi- 
nate to the appointing authority the appeal against such 
order shall in the first instance, lie to the appointing 
authority and thereafter, if the penalty has been enhanced 
by such authority (not being the Director General) , under 
paragraph 3(2) (c) of the Fourth Schedule or regulation 
22, to the Director General or any other authority speci- 
fied for the purpose by the Director General. 

(4) An employee may appeal to the Chairman, of the 
Standing Committee against any order passed originally, 
imposing any of the penalties specified in regulation 11 
or against any order passed on the first appeal from such 
original order, by the Director General. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regu- 
lations (1) to (4), — 

(i) an appeal against an order in a common pro- 
ceeding held under paragraph 5 of the Third 
Schedule shall lie to the authority to which 
the authority functioning as the disciplinary 
authority for the purpose of that proceeding in 
immediately subordinate; 

(ii) where the person who made the order appealed 
against becomes, by virtue of his subsequent 
appointment or otherwise, the appellate autho- 
rity in respect of such order, an appeal against 
such order shall lie to the authority to which 
such person is immediately subordinate, 

20. Submission and consideration of appeals — An 
appeal under regulations 18 and 19 shall be submitted, 
entertained and considered in such form and manner and 
in accordance with the procedure laid down in the Fourth 
Schedule. 

21. Implementation of orders in appeal,— The autho- 
rity which made the order appealed against shall give 
effect to the orders passed by the appellate authority. 

22. Review. — (i) Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in these regulations, in the case of an order impos- 
ing any of the penalties specified in regulation 11, the 
authority to whom the first or the second appeal in re- 
lation to such order lies may at any time, either on his 


or its own motion or otherwise call for the records of 
any inquiry and review any order made under these 
regulations and may. 

(a) confirm, modify or set asid e the order; or 

(b) confirm, reduce, enhance or set aside the pen- 
alty imposed by the order, or impose any pen- 
alty where no penalty has been imposed, or 

(c) remit the case to the authority which made the 
order or to any other authority directing such 
authority to make such further inquiry as it 
may consider proper in the circumstances of 
the case; or 

(d) pass such other orders as it may deem fit ; 

Provided that no order imposing or enhancing any 
penalty shall be made by any reviewing authority unless 
the employee concerned has been given a reasonable op- 
portunity of making a representation against the penalty 
proposed and where it is proposed to impose any of the 
penalties specified in clauses (v) to (ix) of regulation 
11 or to enhance the penalty imposed by the order 
sought to be reviewed to any of the penalties specified in 
those clauses, no such penalty shall be imposed except 
after an inquiry in the manner laid down in the Third 
Schedule and after •riving a reasonable opportunity to 
the employee concerned of showing cause against 
the penalty proposed on the evidence adduced during the 
inquiry. 

(2) No proceeding for review shall be commenced 
until after — 

(i) the expiry of the period of limitation for an 
appeal, or 

(ii) the disposal of the appeal, where tuny such 
appeal has been preferred. 

(3) An application for review shall be dealt with in 
the same manner as if it were an appeal under these 
regulations”. 

(4) After regulation 27 of the said Regulations, the 
following regulations shall be inserted, namely 

28. Service of orders, notice etc. — Every order, notice 
and other process made or issued under these Regulations 
shall be served in person on the employee concerned or 
communicated to him by registered post. 

29. Power to relax time-limit and to condone delay . — 
Save as otherwise expressly provided in these Regula- 
tions, the authority competent under these Regulations to 
make any order may, for good and sufficient reasons or 
if sufficient cause is shown, extend the time specified in 
these Regulations for anything required to be done under 
these Regulations or condone any delay. 

30. Removal of doubts. — If any doubt arises as to the 
interpretation of any of the provisions of these Regula- 
tions the matter shall be referred to the Director General 
or such other authority as may be specified by the Direc- 
tor General by a general or special order and the Direc- 
tor General or such authority shall decide the same." 

5. In the said Regulations, for the Third and Fourth 
Schedules, the following Schedules shall be substituted, 
namely : 

THIRD SCHEDULE 
(See regulation 14) 

1. Procedure for imposing minor penalties. — Subject 
to the provisions of sub-paragraph (25) of paragraph 3 
of this Schedule, no order imposing on an employee any 
of the penalties specified in clauses (!) to (Iv) of regula- 
tion 1 1 shall be made except after — 

(a) informing the employee in writing of the pro- 
posal to take action against him and of the

imputations of misconduct or misbehaviour on 
which it Is proposed to be taken and giving him 
a reasonable opportunity of making such re- 
presentation as he may wish to make against 
the proposal; 

(b) holding an inquiry in the manner laid down in 
such-paragraphs (2) to (22) of paragraph 3 
of this schedule, in every case in which the 
disciplinary authority is of the opinion that such 
inquiry is necessary; 

(c) taking the representation, if any, submitted by 
the employee, under clause (a) and the record 
of inquiry, if any. held under clause (b) into 
consideration; and 

(d) recording a finding on each imputation of mis- 
conduct or misbehaviour. 

2. Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (b) 
of paragraph 1 above if in a case, it is proposed after 
considering the representation, if any, made by the em- 
ployee under clause (a) of that paragraph to withhold 
increments of pay and such withholding of increments 
is likely to aifect adversly the amount of pension payable 
to the employee or to withhold increments of pay for a 
period exceeding three years or to withhold increments 
of pay with cumulative effect, for any period, an inquiry 
shall be held in the manner laid down in sub-paragraphs 

(2) to (22) of paragraph 3 of this Schedule, before 
making any order imposing on the employee any such 
penalty. 

3. The record of the proceeding in such cases shall 
include. 

(i) a copy of the intimation to the employee of 
the proposal to take action against him; 

(ii) a copy of the statement of imputations of mis- 
conduct or misbehaviour delivered to him; 

(iii) his representation, if any; 

(iv) the evidence produced during the inquiry; 

(v) the findings on each imputation of misconduct 
or misbehaviour; and 

(vi) the orders on the case together with the rea- 
sons therefor. 

4. Procedure for imposing major penalties. — No order 
imposing any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) to 
(ix) of regulation 11 shall be made except after an in- 
inquiry held, as far as may be in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 

(1) Whenever the disciplinary authority is of the 
opinion that there are grounds for inquiry into (he truth 
of any imputation of misconduct or misbehaviour against 
an employee^ it may itself inquire into, or appoint an 
authority to inquire into the truth thereof. 

Explanation.— Where the disciplinary authority itself 
holds the inquiry, any reference in sub-paragraph (6) 
to sub-paragraph (19) and in sub-paragraph (21) to the 
inquiring authority shall be construed as a reference to 
the disciplinary authority. 

(2) Where it is proposed to hold an inquiry ugainst 
an employee the disciplinary authority shall draw up or 
cause to be drawn up — 

(i) the substance of the imputations of misconduct 
or misbehaviour into definite and distinct arti- 
cles of charge; 

(ii) a statement of the imputations of misconduct or 
misbehaviour in support of each article of 
charge which shall contain— 

(a) a statement of all relevant facts including 
any admission or confession made by the 
employee; 


(b) a list of documents by which, and list of 
witnesses by whom, the articles of charge 
are proposed to be sustained. 

(3) The disciplinary authority deliver or cause to be 
delivered to the employee a copy of the articles of charge, 
the statement of the imputations of misconduct or mis- 
behaviour and a list of documents and wiinesses by 
which each article of charges is proposed to be sustained 
and shall require the employee to submit, within such 
time as may be specified, a written statement of his de- 
fence and to state whether he desires to be heard in 
person. 

(4) (a) On receipt of the written statement of defence, 
the disciplinary authority may itself inquire into such 
of the articles of charge as are not admitted, or, if it 
considers it necessary so to do, appoint, under sub- 
paragraph (i) of this paragraph an inquiring authority 
lor the purpose, and where ail the articles of charge have 
been admitted by the employee in his written statement 
of defence, th c disciplinary authority shall record its 
findings on each charge after taking such evidence as it 
may think fit and shall act in thc manner laid down in 
sub-paragraphs (23) to (26) below. 

(b) If no written statement of defence is submitted 
by the employee, the disciplinary authority may itself in- 
quire into the articles of charge or may, if it considers 
it necessary to do so, appoint under sub-paragraph (1), 
an inquiring authority for the purpose. 

(c) Where the disciplinary authority itself inquires into 
any article of charge or appoints an inquiring authority 
for holding an inquiry into such charge, it may, by an 
order, appoint an employee of (he Corporation or a 
Government servant or a legal practitioner to be known 
as the "Presenting Officer" to present on its behalf the 
case in support of the articles of charge. 

(5) The disciplinary' authority shall where it is not the 
inquiring authority, forward to the inquiring authority — 

(i) a copy of the articles of charge and the state- 
ment of the imputations of misconduct or mis- 
behaviour; 

(ii) a copy of the written statement of defence if 
any, submitted by the employee; 

(iii) a copy of the statements of witnesses, if any, 
referred to in sub-paragraph (2); 

(iv) evidence proving the delivery of the documents 
referred to in sub-paragraph (2) to the em- 
ployee; and 

(v) a copy of the order appointing the “presenting 
Officer". 

(6) The employee shall appear in person before the in- 
quiring authority on such day and at such time within 
len working days from the date of receipt by him of 
the articles of charge and the statement of the impu- 
tations of misconduct or misbehaviour, as the inquiring 
authority may, by a notice in writing, specify in this be- 
half, or within such further time, not exceeding ten days 
as the inquiring authority may allow. 

(7) The, employee may take the assistance of any 
other employee to present thc case on his behalf, but 
may not engage a legal practitioner for the purpose un- 
less the Presenting Officer appointed by the disciplinary 
authority, is a legal practitioner, or, the disciplinary 
authority, having regard to the circumsfances of the case, 
so permits. 

(8) If the employee who has not admitted any of the 
articles of charge in his written statement of defence or 
has not submitted any written statement of defence, ap- 
pears before thc inquiring authority, such authority shall 
ask him whether he is guilty or has any defence to make 
and if he pleads guilty to any of th e articles of charge, 
(he inquiring authority shall record thc plea, sign the 
record and obtain (he signature of the employee thereon. 
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(9) The inquiring authority shall return a finding of 
yuilt in respect of those articles of charge to which the 
employee pleads guilty. 

(10) The inquiring authority shall, if the employee 
fails to appear within the specified time or refuses or 
omits to plead, require the Presenting Officer to produce 
the evidence by which he proposes to prove the articles 
of charge, and shall adjourn the case to a later date not 
exceeding thirty days after recording an order that the 
employee may, for the purpose of preparing his defence.— 

(i) inspect within five days of the order or within 
such further time not exceeding live days as the 
inquiring authority may allow, the documents 
specified in the list referred to in Mtb-paragraph 
( 2 ); 

(ii) submit a list of witnesses to be examined on 
his behalf; 

Note . — If the employee applies orally or in writing for 
the supply of copies of the statements of witnesses men- 
tioned in the list referred to in sub-paragraph (2), the 
inquiring authority shall furnish him with such copies as 
■early as possible and in any case not later than three 
.days before the commencement' of the examination of the 
witnesses on behalf of the disciplinary authority. 

(iii) give a notice within ten days of the order or 
within such further time not exceeding ten 
days as the inquiring authority may allow, for 
the discovery or production of any documents 
which are in the possession of the Corporation 
but not mentioned in the list referred to in sub- 
paragraph (2). 

Note . — The employee shall indicate the. relevance of 
The documents required by him to be discovered or pro- 
duced by the Corporation. 

(11) The inquiring authority shall, on receipt of the 
notice for the discovery or production of documents, 
forward the same or copies thereof to the authority in 
whose custody or possession the documents are kept, 
with a requisition for the production of the document by 
•such date as may be specified in such requisition ; 

Provided that the inquiring authority, may, for reasons 
(to b© recorded by it in writing, refuse to requisition such 
of the documents as are, in its opinion, not relevant to 
.the case. 

(12) On receipt of the requisition referred to in sub- 
paragraph (ii), every authority having the custody or 
possession of the, requisitioned documents shall produce 
the same before the inquiring authority; 

Provided that if the authority having the custody or 
possession of the requisitioned documents is satisfied for 
reasons to be recorded by it in writing that the production 
of all or any of such documents would be against the 
public interest or security of the State, it shall inform 
the inquiring authority accordingly and the inquiring 
authority shall, on being so informed, communicate the 
information to the employee and withdraw the requisition 
made by it for ihe production or discovery of such docu- 
ments. 

(13) On the dale fixed for ihe inquiry the oral and 
documentary evidence by which the articles of charge 
are proposed to be proved shall be produced by or on 
behalf of the disciplinary authority. The witnesses shall 
be examined by or on behalf of the Presenting Officer 
and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the 
employee. The Presenting Officer shall be entitled to re- 
examine (he witnesses on any points on which they have 
been cross-examined but not on any new matter, without 
ihe leave of the inquiring authority. The inquiring autho- 
rity may also put such questions to the witnesses as it 
thinks fit. 


(14) If it shall appear necessary before the close of 
Ihe case on behalf of the disciplinary authority, the in- 
quiring authority may, in its discretion, allow the Present- 
ing Officer to produce evidence not included in the list 
given to the employee or may itself call for new evidence 
or recall and re-examine any witness and in such case 
the employee shall be entitled to have, if he demands it, 
a copy of the list of further evidence proposed to be 
produced and an adjournment of the inquiry for three 
clear days before the production of such new evidence, 
exclusive of the day of adjournment and the day to which 
the inquiry is adjourned. The inquiring authority shall 
give the. employee an opportunity of inspecting such docu- 
ments before they are taken on the record. The in- 
quiring authority may also allow the employee to pro- 
duce new evidence, if it is of the opinion that the pro- 
duction of such evidence is necessary in the interests of 
justice. 

Note . — New evidence shall not be, permitted or called 
for or any witness shall not be recalled to fill up any 
gap in the evidence. Such evidence may be called for 
only when there is an inherent lacuna or defect in the 
evidence which has been produced originally. 

(15) When the case for the disciplinary authority is 
closed, the employee shall be required to state his defence 
orally or in writing, as he may prefer. If the defence 
is made orally, it shall be recorded and the employee 
shall be required to sign the record. In either case, a 
copy of the statement of defence shall be given to the 
Presenting Officer, if any. appointed. 

(16) The evidence on behalf of the employee shall 
then be produced. The employee may examine himself 
in his own behalf, if he so prefers. The witnesses pro- 
duced by the employee shall then be examined and shall 
be liable to cross-examination, re-examination and exami- 
nation by the inquiring authority according to the pro- 
visions applicable to the witnesses for the disciplinan 
authority. 

(17) The inquiring authority may, after the employee 
closes his case, and shall, if the employee has not examin- 
ed himself, generally question him on the circumstances 
appearing against him in the evidence for the purpose of 
enabling the employee to explain any circumstances 
appearing in the evidence against hint. 

(18) The inquiring authority may, after the comple- 
tion of the production of evidence, hear the Presenting 
Officer, if any, appointed., and the employee or permit 
them to file written briefs of their respective case, if they 
so desire. 

(19) If the employee to whom a copy of the articles 
of charge has been delivered, does not submit the written 
statement of defence on or before the date specified for 
the purpose or does not appear in person before the in- 
quiring authority or otherwise fails or refuses to comply 
with the provisions of this paragraph, the inquiring autho- 
riiv may hold the inquiry ex.parle. 

(20) (a) Where a disciplinary authority competent to 
impose any of the penalties specified in clauses (i) to 

(iv) of regulation 1 1 [ but not competent to impose any 
of the penalties specified in clauses (v) (o (ix) of regu- 
lation 111, has itself inquired into or caused to be in- 
quired into the articles of any charge and that authority, 
having regard to its own findings or having regard to its 
decision on any of the findings of any inquiring authority 
appointed by it. is of the opinion that the penalties speci- 
fied. in clauses (v) to (ix) of regulation 11 should be Im- 
posed pit the employee, that authority shall forward the 
records of the inquiry to such disciplinary authority as is 
competent to impose the last mentioned penalties, 
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(b) The disciplinary authority to which the records 
are so forwarded may act on the evidence on the record 
or may, if it is of the opinion that further examination of 
any of the witnesses is necessary in the interests of the 
justice, recall, examine, cross-examine and re-examine any 
such witnesses and may impose on the employee such 
penalty as it may deem fit in accordance with these provi- 
sions. i 

(21) Wherever any inquiring authority, after having 
heard and recorded the whole or any part of the evidence 
in an inquiry ceases to exercise jurisdiction therein, and is 
succeeded by another inquiring authority which has, and 
which exercises, such jurisdiction, the inquiring authority 
so succeeding may act on the evidence so recorded by its 
predecessor, or partly recorded by its predecessor and 
partly recorded by itself : 

Provided that if the succeeding inquiring authority is of 
the opinion that iurther examination of any of the wit- 
nesses whose evidence has already been recorded is neces- 
sary in the interests of justice, it may recall, examine, 
cross-examine and re-examine any such witnesses as here- 
in before provided. 

(22) (i) After the conclusion of the inquiry, a report 
shall be prepared and it shall contain — 

(a) the articles of charge and the statement of the 
imputations of misconduct or misbehaviour; 

(b) the defence of the employee in respect of each 
article of charge; 

(c) an assessment of the evidence in respect of each 
article of chargo; 

(d) the findings on each article of charge and the 
reasons therefor. 

Explanation ; — If in the opinion of the inquiring autho- 
rity the proceedings of the inquiry, establish any article 
of charge different from the original articles of the charge, 
il may record its findings on such articles of charge : 

Provided that the findings on such article of charge 
shall not be recorded unless the employee has cither ad- 
mitted the facts on which such article of charge is based 
or has had a reasonable opportunity of defending him self 
against such article of charge. 

(ii) The inquiring authority, where it is not itself the 
disciplinary authority, shall forward to the disciplinary 
authority the records of inquiry which shall include. : — 

(a) the report prepared by it under clause (i); 

(b) the written statement of defence, if any, sub- 
mitted by the employee; 

(c) the oral and documentary evidence produced in 
the course of the inquiry; 

(d) written briefs, if any, filed by the Presenting 
Officer or the employee or both during the 
course of the inquiry; and 

(e) the orders, if any, made by the disciplinary 
authority and the inquiring authority in regard 
to the inquiry. 

(23) Tho disciplinary authority, if it is not itself the 
inquiring authority may, for reasons to be recorded by it 
in writing, remit the case to the inquiring authority for 
further inquiry and report and the inquiring authority 
shall thereupon proceed to hold the further inquiry ac- 
cording to the provisions contained in sub-paragraphs 
(1) to (22) above as far as may be, 

(24) The disciplinary authority shall, if it disagrees 
with the findings of the inquiring authority on any article 
of charge, record Its reasons for such disajjjreement and 


record its own findings on such charge, if the evidence' on 
record is sufficient for the purpose, 

(25) If the disciplinary authority having regard to its 
findings on all or any of the articles of charge is of the 
opinion that any of the penalties specified in clauses (i) 
to (iv) of regulation 11 should be imposed on the em- 
ployee, it shall notwithstanding anything contained in 
paragraphs 1 to 2 of this Schedule, make an order im- 
posing such penalty. 

(26) (i) If the disciplinary authority having regard 
to its findings on all or any of the articles of charge, is of 
the opinion that any of the penalties specified in clauses 
(v) to (ix) of regulation 11 should be imposed on the 
employee, it shall — 

(a) furnish to the employee a copy of the report of 
the inquiry held by it and its findings on each 
article of charge, or, where the inquiry has been 
held by an inquiring authority, appointed by it, 
a copy of the report of such authority and a 
statement of its findings on each article of 
charge together with brief reasons for its dis- 
agreement, if any, with the findings of the in- 
quiring authority; 

(b) give the employee a notice stating the penalty 
proposed to be imposed on him any calling 
upon him to submit within fifteen days of re- 
ceipt of the notice or such further time not ex- 
ceeding fifteen days, as may be allowed, such, 
representation as he may wish to make on the 
proposed penalty on the basis of the evidence 
adduced during the inquiry. 

(ii) The disciplinary authority shall after considering 
the representation, if any, made by the employee, deter- 
mine what penalty, if any, should be imposed on him and 
make such order as it may deem fit. 

5. Communication of orders— Orders made by the dis- 
ciplinary authority shall be communicated to the em- 
ployee who shall also be supplied with a copy of the re- 
port of the inquiry, if any, held by the disciplinary autho- 
rity and a copy of its findings on each article of charge, 
or where the disciplinary authority is not the inquiring 
authority, a copy of the report of the inquiring authority 
and a statement of findings of the disciplinary authority 
together with brief reasons for its disagreement, if any, 
with the findings of the inquiring authority (unless they 
have already been supplied to him). 

6. Common proceedings — 

(1) Where two or more employees are concerned in 
any case, the Director General or any other authority 
competent to impose the penalty of dismissal from ser- 
vice on all such employees may make an order directing 
that disciplinary action against all of them may be taken 
in a common proceedings. 

Note : — If the authorities competent to impose the 
penalty of dismissal on such employees are different, an 
order for taking disciplinary action in a common proceed- 
ing may be made by the highest of such authorities with 
the consent of the others. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3) of 
regulation 12. any such order shall specify— 

(i) the authority which may function as the dis- 
ciplinary authority for the purpose of such 
common proceedings; 

(ii) the penalties specified in regulation 11 which 
such disciplinary authority shall be competent to 
impose; 

(iii) whether the procedure laid down in paragraphs 
1 to 3 or 4 shall be followed in the proceed- 
ing. 
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1. Special procedure in certain cases — Notwithstanding 
.anything contained in paragraphs 1 to 6 — 

(i) where any penalty is imposed on an employee 
on the ground of conduct which has led to bis 
conviction on a criminal charge, or 

(ii) Where the disciplinary authority is satisfied for 
reasons to bo recorded by it in writing that it is 
not reasonably practicable to hold an inquiry 
in the manner provided in these Regulations, or 

(Hi) where the Director General is satisfied that in 
the interest of the Corporation, it is not expe- 
dient to hold any inquiry in the manner provid- 
ed in this Schedule, 

the disciplinary authority may consider the circumstances 
of the case and make such orders thereon as it deems 
fit. 

FOURTH SCHEDULE 
(See regulation 20) 

1. Period of Limitation for Appeals — No appeal 
shall be entertained unless such appeal is preferred with- 
in a period of forty-five days from the date on which a 
copy of the order appealed against is delivered to the 
appellant : 

Provided that the appellate authority may entertain the 
appeal after the expiry of the said period, if it is satisfied 
that the appellant had sufficient cause for not preferring 
the appeal in time. 

2. Form and Contents of Appeal — (1) Every person 
preferring an appeal shall do so separately and in his own 
name : 

(2) The appeal shall be presented to the authority to 
whom the appeal lies, a copy being forwarded by the 
appellant to the authority which made the order appealed 
against. It shall contain all material statements and argu- 
ments on which the appellant replies, shall not contain 
any disrespectful or improper language, and shall be 
complete in itself. 

(3) The authority which made the order appealed 
against shall on receipt of a copy of the appeal, forward 
the same with its comments thereon together with the 
relevant records to the appellate authority without any 
avoidable delay, and without waiting for any direction 
from the appellate authority. 

3. Consideration of Appeal. — (1) In the case of an 
appeal against an order of suspension, the appellate autho- 
rity shall consider whether in the light of the provisions 
°f r Jf RU * at ^ 0n *0 an( i having regard to the circumstances 
of the case, the order of suspension is justified or not and 
confirm or revoke the order accordingly. 

(2) In the case of an appeal against an order im- 
posing any of the penalties specified in regulation 11 or 
enhancing any penalty imposed under the said regulation, 
the appellate authority shall consider — 

(a) whether the procedure laid down in these regu- 
lations and the Third Schedule has been com- 
plied with, and if not, whether such non-com- 
pliancc has resulted in the failure of justice; 

(b) whether the findings of the disciplinary autho- 
rity are warranted by the evidence on record- 

and 

Ic) whether the penalty or the enhanced penalty 
imposed is adequate, inadequate or severe; and 
Pass orders — 


(i) confirming, enhancing, reducing, or setting 
aside the penalty; or ■ 

(ii) remitting the case to the authority which im- 
posed or enhanced the penalty or to any other 
authority with such directions as it may deem 
fit in the circumstances of the case. 

Provided that if the enhanced penalty which the appel- 
late authority proposes to impose is one of the penalties 
specified in clauses (v) to (ix) of regulation 11 and an 
inquiry under sub-paragraphs (1) to (22) of paragraph 3 
of the Third Schedule has not already been held in the 
case, the appellate authority shall, subject to the provi- 
sions of paragraph 6 of the Third Schedule itself hold 
such inquiry or direct that such inquiry be held in accor- 
dance with the provisions contained in sub-paragraphs 
(1) lo (22) of paragraph 3 of the Third Schedule to the 
Regulations and thereafter, on consideration of the pro- 
ceedings of such inquiry and after giving the appellant a 
reasonable opportunity, as far as may be in accordance 
with the provisions contained in sub-paragraph (26) of 
paragraph 3 of the Third Schedule of making a represen- 
tation against the penalty proposed on the basis of the 
evidence adduced during such inquiry, make such orders 
as it may deem fit; 

(iii) If the enhanced penalty which the appellate 
authority proposes to impose ia one of the penalties speci- 
fied in clauses (v) to (ix) of regulation 1 1 and an inquiry 
under provisions contained in sub-paragraphs (1) to (22) 
of paragraph 3 of the Third Schedule has already been 
held in the case, the appellate authority shall, after giving 
the appellant a reasonable opportunity, as far as may be 
in accordance with the provisions of sub-paragraph (26) 
of paragraph 3 of the Third Schedule of making a repre- 
sentation against the penalty proposed on the basis of 
the evidence adduced during the inquiry, make such orders 
as it may deem fit; and 

(iv) no order imposing an enhanced penally shall be 
made in any other case unless the appellant has 
been given a reasonable opportunity, as far as 
may be in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraphs 1 to 3 of the Third Schedule to the 
Regulations of making a representation against 
such enhanced penalty. 

(3) In an appeal against any other order specified in 
regulation 18, the appellate authority shall consider all 
the circumstances of the case and, make such orders as 
it may deem just and equitable, 

6. Savings. (1) The substitution of regulations 10 to 
22 and the Third and Fourth Schedules by these Regula- 
tions shall Dot affect the previous operation of the said 
regulations and Schedules or of any notification or any 
order made, or anything done, or any action taken there- 
under; and any proceedings under the said regulations and 
Schedules pending at the commencement of these Regu- 
lations shall be continued and disposed of, as far as may 
be, in accordance with the regulations and Schedules as 
now substituted as if such proceedings were taken under 
the regulations and Schedules so substituted. 

(2) Nothing. in the regulations as now substituted shall 
be construed as depriving any employee, to whom the 
provisions of the said Regulations apply, of any right of 
appeal which had accrued to him before the commence- 
ment of these Regulations. 

(3) An appeal pending at the commencement of these 
Regulations against an order made before such com- 
mencement shall be disposed of in accordance with the 
provisions of the regulations as now substituted, as if 
such orders were made and the appeals were preferred 
under the said regulations as so substituted. 
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(4) As from the commencement of these Regulations, 
any appeal or application for review against any orders 
made before such commencement shall be preferred or 
made under the said regulations as amended by these 
Regulations : 

Provided that nothing in the said regulations as so 
amended shall be construed as reducing any period _£f 
limitation for any appeal or review provided by any regu- 
lation in force before the commencment of these Regu- 
lations.
